THE INAUGURAL TRAIN. 


F ire R agin g In th e W ool and C otton D is­ 
tr ic t o f th e Q uaker City. 
P hiladelphia, Pa., Feb. 20.—Flames 
wore discovered about IO o’clock this morn­ 
ing in Blankenburg’s importing house on 
Bank street. 
The fire is still burning 
fiercely and spreading. 
One man has been 
suffocated. 
The origin of the fire is un­ 
known, but an explosion followed imme­ 
diately after the discovery of * the flames. 
The building was a solid, six-story struc­ 
ture, and extended from Bank to Straw­ 
berry street. 
An instant after the explos­ 
ion, which occurred in the basement, the 
whole building was in flames, the fire ex­ 
tending to tho roof and baffling the firemen 
in their work. 
Both streets are built up with large com­ 
mercial houses, and each is stored with val- 
able goods.

The big linen and white goods 
houses of Donald & Co. and of M. J. Kelly 
took fire, but the firemen after a hard fight 
got the tire here under control. The build­ 
ings, however, were badly burned and the 
goods were almost wholly destroyed. •

S pringfield, 111., Feb. 20.—Tho Chi­ 
cago drainage bill occupied tho attention of 
tho Houso Tuesday and received a good 
push forward. 
After several amendments 
had been adopted tho measure was ordered 
engrossed and to a third reading, and 
March 14 was fixed ugon as tho date for 
special order. 
The chiof amendments to the bill which 
were adopted to-day are: 
Mr. Paddock’s amendment to section I, 
the object of which was to include the ter­ 
ritory of the dam a t tho Summit, which 
was now unincorporated territory. 
Mr. Whitehead s motion to fill the blanks 
iii tho bill so as to provide that the presi­ 
dent of tho board of trustees of the drain­ 
age district should receive $1,000 and other 
trustees $4,000 per annum. 
Two now sections by Mr. Miller. 
Tho 
first provides that “all ordinances making 
any appropriation shall, within one month 
after their passage, bo published at least 
once in a newspaper of general circulation 
published in such district, or if no such 
newspaper is published therein, by posting 
copies of tho sumo in three public places in 
the district, and no such ordinance shall 
take effect until ten days after they are so 
published; and all other ordinances, orders, 
and resolutions shall take effect from and 
after their passage, unless otherwise pro­ 
vided therein. ’ ’ 
The second provides that 
“all ordinances, orders, and resolutions, 
and the date of publication thereof, may bo 
proven by the certificate of the clerk under 
the seal of tho corporation; and when 
printed in l>ook or pamphlet form and 
purporting to bo published by author­ 
ity of the board of trustees, tho said 
book or pamphlet shall lie received as evi­ 
dence of the passage and legal publication 
of such ordinances, orders aud resolutions 
as of tho dates mentioned in such book or 
pamphlet, in all courts and places, without 
further proof.” 
Mr. Schuwort’s amendment 
requiring 
the drainage district to pay the attorneys’ 
fees of all claimants suing for damages 
in case of the defendants losing tile cause. 
Mr. Crafts, as representative of tho in­ 
corporated towns of Cicero, ^Jefferson, and 
Riverside, introduced a proposition which 
ho thought should l>o adopted 
as a new 
section of the bill. 
This Is tho amendment 
which Mayor Roche so willingly acceded to 
a few days ago on condition that it could 
be adopted without injuring in any way 
tho constitutionality of the bill. 
The 
amendment, 
which was adopted, 
is as 
follows: 
“ Sec. 24. Whenever in any such sani­ 
tary district there shall bo a city, incor­ 
porated town, or village, which owns a 
system of watei works and supplies water 
from a lake or other source which will bo 
saved and preserved from sewage pollution 
by the construction of tho main channel, 
drain, ditch, or outlet herein provided for, 
and tho turning of the sewage of such city 
and district therein, and there shall bo in 
such sanitary district any territory border­ 
ing on any such city, incorporated town, 
or 
village 
which does not own 
any 
system of water works at tho time of the 
creation of such sanitary 
district, then, 
upon application by the corporate au­ 
thorities of any such latter named city, 
corporate! town, or village, tho corporate 
authorities of 
such city, 
incorporated 
town, or village within tho limits of another 
city, incorporated town, or village, which 
does not own any system of water works 
a t the timo of the creation of such sanity 
district, then, upon application by tho cor­ 
porate authorities of any such latter named 
city, incorporated town, or village, the 
corporate authorities of such city, in­ 
corporated town, or village having such 
system of water works sha’l furnish water 
by 
means of its water works at the 
boundary line between such municipalities 
to tho corporate authorities asking for tho 
same in such quantities as may lie require I 
to supply consumers within said territory 
at no greater i>riee of charge than it 
charges and collects of consumers within its 
limits for water furnished through meters 
in like quantity.” 
O ther M atters. 
The Houso committee ou judicial depart­ 
ment and practice decided unanimously to 
report back favorably Mr. Lester’s anti­ 
trust bill and tho fight for favor will now 
be between the Representative from San­ 
gamon and the Representative from Mar­ 
ion as to whether the Lester or the M erritt 
bill shall prevail in the councils of the 
House. 
This committee w asiu session over 
three hours Tuesday afternoon discussing 
tho Crawford stockyards bill and Brokos- 
ki’s bill to repeal the obnoxious portions of 
the Cole boycott law. 
The Crawford stock­ 
yards bill was amended and approved and 
will be reported favorably. 
Mr. Brokos- 
ki’s bill amending the Cole law by striking 
out tho sections making boycotting and 
black-listing penal offenses was ordered re­ 
ported favorably. 
In the Senate Tuesday morning Senator 
Newell’s resolution for an investigation of 
the offect upon the low lands along the 
Illinois river which would result from the 
opening of the proposed drainage canal 
was, without discussion, committed to the 
committee on waterways and drainage. 
Mr. Keeper's bill to repeal the law per­ 
m itting the finding of special verdicts by 
juries in civil cases was referred back to 
tho judiciary committee for further con­ 
sideration.

It provides for a 
State marshal, giving him power to ap­ 
point a deputy for each county. 
Mr. 
Hoineman lias a bill of tho same sort, but 
ft specifies that a deputy shall be appointed 
for each Senatorial district. 
Thoro will be 
a bitter fight over the two bills. 
Two bills 
were presented providing for an amend* 
mont to the constitution giving women the 
right to vote at municipal elections. 
Two 
others were presented, providing for con­ 
ducting elections through tho im partial 
medium of voting machines. 
Mr. Dyer’s 
bill indorses tile Wurd and Hall machine 
and Mr. Wells’ the Rhinos machine.

W ellsjpt reduced a bill providing that in 
distr^V which elect over two Representa­ 
tives to tho Legislature every voter may 
cast as many votes for one candidate as 
there are Representatives to lie elected or 
ho may cast one vote for each of tho can­ 
didates.

than 
to any other country. 
By treaty this 
country possesses the harbor of Pango-Pan- 
go, the most beautiful, the largest, and 
safest harbor in Polynesia, whore the Navy 
Department has for a number of years had 
a coaling station. 
If either of the two 
projected canals is ever finished this will 
undoubtedly be the most im portant and 
valuable station in the Pacific, and in timo 
of war would command nearly all of tho 
commerce in that ocean, and would be in­ 
valuable to whatever power m ight possess 
it. 
Of its value and importance Germany 
is well aware. 
Tho Germans find it profit­ 
able to run a line of steamers from Sydney 
to Apia. 
The climate is moist and tropical; cotton 
of the finest texture and coffee of the best 
quality are produced, and sugar-cane grows 
abundantly when 
planted. 
Copra, the 
dried kernel of the cocoanut, is the most 
im portant product. 
Annually many hun­ 
dreds of tons are exported to Germany. 
Fruits of many tropical varieties grow in 
profusion, wfflich with fish, taro, and bread­ 
fruit furnish 
food 
for 
the 
natives. 
The 
climate 
being 
warm, 
the 
natives require but little clothing, which 
usually consists of a piece of American cot­ 
ton print, or native cloth made from tho 
inner bark of a tree, worn about the loins. 
Their houses are simple, and are made of 
cocoa-nut leaves plaited together to form 
the sides, and roofs thatched with sugar­ 
cane leaves, much in the form of a big bee­ 
hive. 
Physically tho Samoans seem to be al­ 
most perfect. 
The men are large, well- 
proportioned, and handsome specimens of 
manhood. 
The women are gentle in dis­ 
position, graceful of form and movement, 
and attractive with their simple, natural 
manners. 
They have straight black hair, 
which, like their persons, they keep well- 
anointed with cocoanut oil. 
Like all Poly­ 
nesians, they seem to be semi-aquatic—swim 
like fish, which they capture very cleverly 
in a number of ways. 
They are not a war­ 
like people, but peaceable and quiet in dis­ 
position, and have a strong love for their 
homes. 
But, when aroused to fight, they 
become wild, cruel and desperate. 
W ith 
foreigners they are kind and generous and 
hospitable, aud those whose fortune it may 
be to visit their homos cannot help be­ 
coming interested in them. 
Somo ono in 
writing of them has said, 
“Taking the 
Samoans for all and all, 
judging from 
their past and present condition, there is 
not a people more worthy of consideration 
and protection, more susceptible of im ­ 
provement, or more willing to be taught to 
take the position amongst the enlightened 
races that thoy have so oftan and so 
earnestly sought our help to win. ’* 
Our limited space precludes an exhaustive 
statement of tho Samoan question in its 
historical and diplomatical bearings; there­ 
fore we can only undertake to state tho 
more salient points of the controversy, says 
H arper’s Weekly. 
The Pacific is in many 
places studded with groups of islands, 


assume 
the authority of extending to 
Malietoa, and his possessions the formal 
protectorate of the United States. 
This 
action was prom ptly disavowed by our J 
government, and Germany and England so 
informed. 
That order might 
be re- 
established on a firm basis, 
the Secretary ! 
of State'proposed to Lord Salisbury and I 
Prinoe Bismarck that representatives of the 
three powers devise a plan for the election ! 
of a suitable 
chief by the natives, 
who ’ 
should be upheld by England, Germany, 
and the United States. 
Tho plan was 
adopted, and in tho summer of 1886 each 
power first sent a commissioner to Samoa 
to make a report on its condition. 
The conference first met in Washington 
in June, 1887. 
After several sittings, no 
agreement having been reached, the con­ 
ference adjourned until autumn, in order 
that each member might consult his Gov­ 
ernment. 
It was still taken as a m atter of 
course that the status 
quo would be pre­ 
served. 
But Germany had a way of 
her 
own. 
She resolved to act independently, 
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TAMASE3E, SUPPORTED BY THE GERMANS. 
protect her own interests, and demand 
satisfaction of Malietoa for the past and 
guarantees for the future. 
Tho demands 
of tho German consul were humiliating and 
overbearing in tho extreme, and of such a 
nature that it must have been foreseen (and 
probably so intended) that Malietoa could 
not comply with them in tho few hours al­ 
lowed him. 
Two days later tho revolution­ 
ist Tam as J se was proclaimed King by the 
German consul in spite of tho protest of 
those of Great Britain aud tho United 
States. 
For two or three weeks Malietoa 
was a fugitive, but afterward he was taken 
on board tho flag-ship of tho German 
squadron. 
Thus the Germans, by making fine diplo­ 
matic phrases and benevolent promises to 
Great Britain and the United States, while 
carrying out a nameless policy toward tho 
weak and half-civilized, gained all but tho 
full control of affairs in Samoa. 
Their 
actions during the past few months have 
differed from their earlier ones mainly in 
degree merely, and are of too recent date 
to make their mention necessary. 
In re­ 
gard to our future position it is important 
for us to bear in mind that Germany’s pol­ 
icy’s toward tho Samoans, however soulless, 
does not of itself call for any counter action 
on our part. 
Much as wo may regret it, 
there is no treaty between the United 
States and Germany 
to whose 
word­ 
ing 
wo 
can 
point as evidence of 
the 
latter’s 
bad 
faith 
toward 
us. 
Nor is there any treaty between the United 
States and Samoa which bids us take up 
arms in her behalf. 
We promised our 
“ good offices, ” and those we have given 
without measure to our poor, imbecile sis­ 
ter. 
For any injuries suffered by tho per­ 
sons or property of Americans iii Samoa 
we shall certainly demand and doubtless 
readily receive full- compensation. 
Fur­ 
thermore, we have a moral right to say, if 
we are prepared to fight for it, that owing 
to the location of the islands and our com­ 
merce, however small, Germany shall not 
retain a controlling influence in Samoa; but 
whothor or no wo ought to tako that stand 
it is not at present necessary to argue.

many of which are very fertile, and are 
mainly inhabited by copper-colored aborig­ 
ines. 
So long as these were parts of conti­ 
nents still unclaimed, and it remained the 
aim of commerce to satisfy positive de­ 
mands rather than to become world absorb­ 
ing, very little notice was taken of the 
Pacific islands. 
During the last four de­ 
cades ideas of commerce and a colonial 
policy have been revolutionized. 
During 
the ’forties France established a protectorate 
over the the 
Marquesas, 
Society, and 
Paumotu groups, and from that time on 
various European countries have parceled 
out these islands among themselves, gen­ 
erally without asking the consent of the in­ 
habitants, and without protest from other 
powers. 
Although the well-established policy of 
the United States of nearly a century's 
standing forbids a “ coloial” policy, it in 
no way precludes a commercial one. 
Ow­ 
ing mainly to the good offices and wiso 
foresight of the United States, European 
control has been kept out of the Hawaiian 
Islands, and their autonomy and independ­ 
ence secured. 
This result is a great gain 
to us. 
About the same policy was adopted 
toward the much more distant and less im­ 
portant Samoan Islands. 
Until within a little more than thirty 
years Samoa had no commerce, although 
United States and British consuls were 
first 
sent there 
over 
fifty years 
ago. 
About 
1857 
a 
powerful 
Ham 
burg firm selected Apia, the chief city of 
the islands, as a center of their operations 
in tho South Pacific. 
American interests 
in Samoa may be said to have begun about 
18*27. 
In 1878 a treaty was made whereby 
the United States was granted a coaling 
station in the harbor of Pango Pango. 
In 
18,Ii a special agent was sent to the United 
States with the request that she should 
protect all of the islands. 
But neither 
then nor later has the United States wished 
to assume a protectorate. 
Owing to the half-civilized condition of the 
Samoans, and frequent bloody rivalries 
among themselves, no adequate protection 
was given to foreigners. 
To secure this a 
convention was in 1879 entered into by the 
English, German, and American consuls 
for the purpose of establishing a good local 
government for the town and adj a eat 
territory of Apia. 
This was signed only by 
tho two former, but tho American consul 
co-operate I with them. 
Although there 
has been a constant contention among tile 
chiefs for the kingship. K_’ug Malietoa was 
the representative of tho native authority 
by which the foreign treaties had been 
made, and it was therefore considered to 
be the better policy to countenance bim as 
tbs c»e most likely to bring about stab!* 
government. 
Tho financial and local interests of tha 
Germans in Samoa have far outstripped 
those of any other nation. 
The British and 
the Americans each lay claim to about 
twice as much land as the Germans, but 
unfortunately this is no criterion. 
The 
Germans are the only ones who have in­ 
vested largo sums of money in the improve­ 
ment and sj'stomatic cultivation of their 
lands. Tney own and work enormous plant­ 
ations, employing hundreds of laborers. 
From the basis of these facts the Germans 
have assumed a right to control Samoan 
affairs. 
They 
began 
in 
1830 
by 
encouraging the native opposition in a war 
Upon Malietoa. 
In November, 1884, tha 
Germans intimidated the weak King Mali­ 
etoa into signing a treaty whereby nearly 
the entire control of Samoan affairs was 
surrendered to the Germans. 
When Mali­ 
etoa, a little later, refused to carry out this 
convention, and gave offense to the German 
Consul-General in some other respects, they 
seized tho sovereign rights of the King in 
the municipality of Apia, and drove him 
from his scat of government at Mulinuu and 
raised tho German flag. 
Malietoa then offered Pie islands to the 
.-vmerlcau consul, and induced 
bim Lo

Chicago, Feb. 20.—Three hundred rep­ 
resentatives who behave in tariff reform 
assembled at the Madison Street theater 
Tuesday at the opening of the National 
Tariff Reform association. 
The assemblage 
represented every degree of opposition to 
the protective system, and was composed 
of politicians, labor reformers, writers, 
teachers, and business men from seventeen 
States. 
The temper of the convention wa3 
a good-humored toleration of all views, 
provided they were in the direction of a 
modification of the present tariff. 
Tho mention of President Cleveland's 
name was roundly applauded, and tthsn 
the reading of his letter began the ap ­ 
plause continued for a minute and broke 
out again at the conclusion. 
The talk 
among the delegates as they mixed with 
each other around the hotels, is to bring 
tho convention toward positive declarations 
in favor of freegtrade. 
The debate to-day 
will probably test the feeling definitely. 
When the convention came to order the 
body of the theater was nearly filled with 
delegates and spectators. 
A few ladies 
were in tho boxes. 
Mr. John Z. White, corresponding secre­ 
tary of the American Tariff Reform league, 
called the assembly to order, read the call, 
and introduced Mr. 
E. Burritt Smith of 
Chicago, who was selected by the commit­ 
tee on arrangements for temporary chair­ 
man. 
Mr. Smith, in taking tho gavel, 
said in part: 
“ We believe that the time has come to 
press homo to the American people the in­ 
quiry whether a man is free who is re­ 
quired to pay taxes to his neighbor; that 
the time is a t hand when the tariff Is to be 
revised by those who do not enjoy tho pe­ 
culiar privileges of its friends, by those 
who will havo no reason to sacrifice the 
taxes on whisky and tobacco in order to 
perpetuate its abuses, by those who hold 
that the great power of taxation should 
only bo used for public purposes and not 
for the creation and maintenance of a 
wealthy Socialistic class. 
“ Tho not result is a tariff for protection 
with incidental revenue; in other words, a 
tariff for private gain with incidental pub­ 
lic revenue 
Tho stupendous tariff rates of 
the war (in many cases Increased) remain. 
Revenue taxes of all kinds, oxcept on 
whisky, tobacco and sugar, have disap­ 
peared, and these exceptions are seriously 
threatened by tho great party of moral 
ideas, ‘fa t,’ and ‘floaters in blocks of Ave.’ 
After much revision of the tariff by its 
friends most of our national taxes are not 
only unequal and unjust, but they have 
even the merit of boing levied for public 
purposes. 
In the course of your proceed­ 
ings we shall lay before you some definite 
plans for advancing the work of the 
league.” 
By the suggestion of Mr. Robert D. Mc- 
Fadon, John Z. White, W. A. Gardner and 
Fred W ard were made a committee to 
mako a roll of the delegates. 
The register 
will be at the Palmer House headquarters. 
Mr. McFadon also proposed that a com­ 
mittee on permanent organization be ap­ 
pointed. 
Tho motion was adopted, and 
the following were 
appointed: 
W. 
T. 
Baker, Volney Foster, Byron T. Stout, W. 
W. Catlin, Aretes Thomas, Capt. John 
Codman and C. D. Harnill. 
Mr. 
McFadon, 
who 
represented tho 
Chi' ago committee of arrangements, then 
moved that a committee of twenty-one on 
resolutions t>e appointeds and that to them 
all resolutions be referred without debate. 
This motion, amended to include ono or 
mure from each State, was adopted. 
The 
appointment of the committee was left to 
the permanent chairman. 
Impromptu three minute speeches w'ere 
then indulged in by the prominent dele­ 
gates, among whom were Henry George 
of New York, W. G. Brownlee of Detroit, 
John Hopkins of Syracuse, N. Y ., Eugene 
M. Wilson of Minnesota, J. A. Campbell 
of Iowa, and Gov. Buckner of Kentucky. 
Mr. Catlin of tho committee on perm a­ 
nent organization announced tho selection 
of ex-Gov. J. .Sterling Morton for perm a­ 
nent chairman. 
Stepping forward with a 
valiant air Mr. Morton said ho would 
rather preside over tho convention which 
he believed represented honest principles 
than to be chairman of a national political 
convention. “ The conservator of all human 
affairs, ” said ho, “ is the principles we rep­ 
resent. 
We are not here to engage in the 
jugglery of diction, but to put into potent 
action—principles. 
It shall be our prov­ 
ince to state tho truth to the people, and 
that is that it is unjust to tax all of us for 
the benefit of a few of us. 
The tariff bas 
been formed for robbery. 
It must be re­ 
formed for revenue or repealed for justice. 
The ideal of to-day shall be tho real of to­ 
morrow.”

‘‘We believe, with our facilities for 
transportation and exchange, which enable 
us to produce upon our land the crop that 
yields the largest returns, with our long 
hours of labor, and above all with our un­ 
equaled soil aud climate, that we are able 
—in fact always have been and always will 
be able—to compete in the m arkets of the 
world in the sale of agricultural products. ”

I havo received the invitation 
of the American Tariff-Reform League to 
be present at the convention of tariff-re- 
formers to be held in the city of Chicago 
on the 19th, 20th and 21st of February, 
1889. 
“I have also received the circular of tho 
league accompanying this invitation, in 
which the object and purposes of the pro­ 
posed convention are specifically set forth. 
“The scheme of practical and efficient 
work described therein meets with my 
hearty approval, and promises, if honestly 
adhered to, the most valuable aid in the 
furtherance of a cause which is very dear 
to the interests and welfare of our people. 
The danger which we have to guard against 
is the misleading of our countrymen by 
specious theories, cunningly contrived and 
falsely offering to the people relief fror* 
personal burdens and the legitimate ex* 
penses necessary to secure the benefits of 
beneficent rule under the sanction of free 
institutions. 
“The declared purposes of your league 
will not bo attained until all those in* 
structod in the economic question which is 
now pressed upon their attention are freed 
from all sophistries and clouding and fal­ 
lacies and until the subject of tariff reform 
is presented to them as a topic involving 
the relief of the plain people of the land in 
their homos from useless and unjust ex­ 
penses. 
“The question is a simple and plain one, 
and needs but to bo fairly presented to be 
understood. 
“It is the positive duty of your organiza­ 
tion to guard the people against deception. 
“My extreme interest in tho work which 
our league has undertaken, and in the ex­ 
pressed objects of the proposed convention, 
would lead mu to accept your invitation if 
it were possible to do so. 
But my public 
duties hero positively prevent such ac­ 
ceptance. 
“Hoping that the convention will be 
very successful, and with an earnest wish 
for the prosperity and success of your 
league in its efforts to enlighten and bene­ 
fit the people, I am yours very truly, 
“ G r o v e r C l e v e l a n d .

Myers Opera House went down in a 
rea of fiance this afternoon. 
Twenty 
minutes from the time the first alarm 
was given the four walls of the building 
were but a vast brick cauldron in which 
raged aud seethed great waves of fire that 
gave defianca to the firemen and their 
efforts. 
The tire wee discovered shortly after 


two. It was then a blaze, small of itself 
but portentous in its possible conee- 
quoroes, in the room beneath the stage. 
It had started within a few feet of the 
stage entrance on Bluff street. 
At a glance it was seen that unless the

The alarm was sound­ 
ed at the east^ side engine house, while 
handgrenades aud every other means at 
hand were applied to check the dames 
until the department should arrive.

the stage was filled with fire and smoke. 
. “ Take care of the stage first of all! If 
the fire gets among the scenery tie home 
is gone!” was the warning, but minutes 
that seemed hours paesedbefore astream 
of water strong enough to be of service 
could be secured. 
A moment later a dash cf light came 
from the stage window. 
The buildirg 
was doomed. 
From the time the dames gained lodge­ 


ment abo ye the lower door, it seemed 
hardly a moment before the whole inte­ 
rior of the opera houee was a pit of dame 
Fire poured from every window and 
canopy of imoke and dame crowned the 
walls. 
Twenty minutes from the sounding [c: 
the alarm there was a crash, a burst of 
flame, and half the Bluff street wall was 
a shapeless mass of brick, scattered from 
curb to curb. Five minutes later an­ 
other section of the wa1! fell, and only 
the front was left standing. 
It was a fierce fire but one that gave 
signs of being speedily spent. At half 
past three the dames were growing lea8 
intense. The danger w as that fire might 
gain lodgement in the hotol. 
Against this every effort of the depart­ 
ment was directed. Slowly the dames 
were brought under control and at half- 
part three the danger was practically 
over.

It is easy to criticise now that the fire 
ii ever, but the great lack of telling 
work on the part of the fire department 
wasthelaekof ladders, This was illus­ 
trated all around tho building, and bad 
it not been for the two stand-pipe. fire 
escapes on the Myers house the hotel 
would have followed in the wake of the 
opora house. Had the city been in pos- 
sassion of an aerial ladder at the front of 
the opera house much of the property 
would have been saved.
